The relics u liich It loves best are the 
relics of England's cllwomflture. 
Tbe 


stately portraits of Copley are of small 
account compared to tlie memorials of 
what waa nothing else than a civil 
war. Fancull hull, the Covent Garden 
of Boston, presented to the city by Pe- 
ter Faneuil some thirty years before 
the birth of "liberty," is now* bat an 
emblem of revolt. The Old South meet- 
ing place Is endeared to the citizens of 
-Boston as "the sanctuary of freedom." 
A vast monument, erected a mere quar- 
ter of a century ago. commemorates the 
"Boston massacre." Aud wherever you 
turn you are reminded of an episode 
which might easily be forgotten. 
To 


an Englishman these historical land- 
marks are Inoffensive. 
The dispute 


which they recall aroused far less emo- 
tion on our side of the ocean than on 
the other, nnd long ago we saw the 
events of the Revolution In a fair per- 
spective. 
In truth, this Insistence on 


the past is not wholly creditable to 
Boston's sense of humor. The passion- 
ate paeans which Otis and his friends 
sang to liberty were Irrelevant. Lib- 
erty -nas never for a moment In dan- 
ger, If liberty, indeed, be a thing of 
fact and not of watchwords. The lead- 
ers of the Involution wrote and spoke 
as though It was their duty to throw 
off the yoke of the foreigner—a yoke 
as heavy as that which Catholic Spain 
cast upon Protestant Holland. 
But 


there was no yoke to be thrown off, 
because no yoke was ever Imposed, nnd 
Boston might have celebrated greater 
events in hor history than that which 
an American statesman has wisely call- 
ed "the glittering and sounding gener- 
alities of natural right"—Charles Watt- 
ley In Blackwood's Magazine.

his health.

where a large party was gathered, and 
told the news to the feasters, most of 
whom were Sterne's friends. For the 
space of half an hour they lamented 
him, and theu the talk turned on other 
things—so soon are we forgotten In 
this workaday world. 


"Alus, poor Yorlck!" His publisher 


and n single friend followed him to 
the tomb, while ghouls watched out- 
side and marked the spot where hu 
was laid. Two nights afterward the 
body was stolen, shipped to Cambridge 
and placed, strangely enough, upon the 
dissecting table at his own university. 
A friend recognized his features and 
fainted away when It was too late tc 
stop the desecration.—Myrtle Reed In 
Book News Monthly.

ODDITIES IN GRAVES. 


The Typewriter. 


Although he was not the first to de- 


vise a machine for typewriting, John 
Pratt won the distinction of Inventing 
the first working typewriter that se- 
cured a sate. He was born In Dulon- 
vllle, S. O., on April 14. 1831, and In 
1804, with bis wife, he went to Eng- 
land, Pratt devot "g bis time to the In- 
vention of a mechanism which he des- 
ignated the "pterotype," the first prac- 
tical typewriter. Provisional protection 
to the Invention was granted by the 
British government In February, 1SC4. 
and on Dec 1, 1800, letters patent No 
3163 were granted to Pratt On re- 
turning to the United States, In 1868, 
he secured letters patent In this coun 
try. 
Mr. Pratt was the first Inventor 


of a machine in which a type wheel 
was moved by key levers, and he was 
the first man to make and sell type- 
writers, having sold several In London 
In 1807.

THE CODE OF HONOR." 


Dueling as It Wai In France In the 


Time of Richelieu. 


The passion for dueling, which had 


cost Prance, it was said, between 7,000 
and 8,000 lives during the twenty 
years of Henry IV.'s reign, was at its 
height when his son came to the 
throne. The council of Trent In 1546 
had solmeuly condemned the practice 
of single combat, impartially including 
principals, seconds and spectators In 
Its penalty of excommunication. 
In 


1602 an edict of Henry pronounced the 
"damnable custom of dueling Introduc- 
ed by tbe corruption of the century" 
to be the cause of so many piteous ac- 
cidents, to the extreme regret and dis- 
pleasure of the king and to the Irrep- 
arable damage of the state "that we 
should count ourselves unworthy to 
hold the scepter If we delayed to re- 
press the enormity of tills crime." 


A whole series of edicts followed, to 


the same effect, but it was easier to 
make edicts than to enforce them. 
Degradation, Imprisonment, confisca- 
tion of property, loss of civil rights and 
death were the penalties attached to 
the infringement of the laws against 
dueling, and still the practice prevail- 
ed. 
In 1626 Richelieu published a 


milder form of prohibition. The first 
offense was no longer capital, a third 
only of the offender's property was to 
be confiscated, and the JtMges were 
permitted 
to recognize 
extenuating 


circumstances. 


A few months later the Comte de 


Boutevllle thought flt to test the min- 
ister's patience in this direction. The 
Place_ Royale had long been a favorite 
dueling ground, and De Boutevllle 
•traveled from Brussels to fight his 
twenty-second duel here, In the heart 
of Paris, in deliberate defiance of the 
king's authority. 
The result was not 


encouraging. 
Montmoreucy though he 


was, the count went with his second 
to the scaffold, and the marked de- 
crease from that time In the number 
of duels may be attributed either to 
tbe moderation used In framing the 
law or to the Inexorable resolution 
with which It was enforced.—Macmil- 
lan's Magazine. 


A Woman Who. Darn, l.lvlnR nnd Dy- 


ing Cross, Wus Burled Cross. 


There Is a curious old gravestone In 


Prestbury churchyard which records 
the fact that one woman nt least In 
England died a bachelor. Her name 
was Sarah Plckford, nnd the stone 
gravely Informs the render she was 
there Interred "August ye 17, Anno 
Dom. 1703, and died a Bachelour in the 
48th yeare of her age." 


A stone in Westminster abbey re- 


cords the interment there of George 
Graham, who was the only workman 
that tecelved the honor of being buried 
In Westminster abbey. He was a sci- 
entific Instrument maker, who In 1700 
Invented the deadbeat escapement ID 
clocks. His funeral was attended by 
the Hoyal society in a body. 


In East Ham churchyard there Is a 


tombstone placed crosswnys. The wo- 
man Interred is said to have been born 
cross, lived cross, married a Mr. Gross 
and died cross. Her dying request was 
to be buried cross, and this was car- 
ried out. 


As to more ancient graves, that of 


Noah Is reported to be in the small 
town of Nakhltchevan, near the foot 
of Mount Ararat, and is sixty feet in 
length. Another tradition says that the 
grave Is merely a niche in the wall of 
an abandoned fortress.—London Chron- 
icle.

It Is a sun of 
great site, brighter than onr sun when 
It shines at Its brightest, but some 
trouble; some solar disease, seems to 
be sapping Its vitality, and It resem- 
bles a .patient almost at the last gasp. 
Once In about 331 days—but the pe- 
riod Is Irregular—It has a sudden ac- 
cession of energy and flares up for a 
little while with several hundredfold 
brilliancy only to sink back into a 
dull red point that nearly escapes the 
ken of the telescope. One Interesting 
explanation that has been suggested 
Is that the surface of Mlra periodical- 
ly bursts Into a vast flame of burning 
hydrogen, so great and powerful that 
It Is visible across millions of millions 
of miles of space. It Is a star for the 
Imagination of a Dante, yet there li 
reason to believe that the time Is 
coming when every star In the sky, 
not excepting the sun, will have to 
confront a similar struggle for exist- 
ence, just as every mortal being must 
some tune see death.—Oarrett F. Ser- 
vlss In New York American.

THE HUMAN MACHINE 


MAN'S BODY AND ITS WONDERS OF. 


MECHANICAL DEVICES. 


Mur *f the hrnnttmu of the Ussy 


An lutrlaatoieatii am the Clever

Bo fearfnlly and wonderfully to the 
luman body made that scientists are 
tttglnnlng to realize that many of the 
nventlons of the day ace Infringe- 
ments on nature's patent office. 
A 


good deal of trouble and worry hi the 
last could have been avoided had In- 
•enters matte a careful study of the 
devices employed In making these hu- 
man bodies of ours the useful things 
bey. are. The principles of the block 
and pulley or the tackle could have 
been discovered ages before bad the 
flies of nature's patent office been ran- 
acked, for there are several complete 
mlleys In the body, notably the one 
which mo"V«3 the eyeball Inward tc- 
vord the nose. 
Engineers made exhaustive tests and 
experiments before they 
discovered 


that a hollow shaft or rod of Iron or 
steel is about twice as strong a* a 
solid one. 
Yet nature had patented 


this device In our bones .since the birth 
of Adam and Eve, and every Impor- 
tant bone Is practically constructed en 
this principle. The ball and socket of 
the hip bones were the forerunners of 
the modern ball bearings, and It was 
the first automatic oiling machine used 
n the world. The value of air pres- 
sure and a vacuum was unknown to 
man until the last century, bnt every 
one of us carried the secret hi the air 
Igbt hip Joint which nature bad as- 
signed to lessen the muscular effort to 
hold our legs upright In position. 


Engineers bave made 
wonderful 


progress hi developing compound suc- 
lon and. circular pumps, but all of the 
principles contained in them are found 


the heart, and this little pumping 


machine Is stlil without a rival In the 
mechanical world. 


The principles of the safety valve 


for steam engines are not so new as 
they seem. Our human bodies carry 
with them the first automatic safety 
valves ever designed. There are up- 
ward of 2,BOC,000 of them. We call 
them by the common name of sweat 
glands. Bach such little gland has a 
safety, valve which lets off heat from 
:he body when It gets beyond a sate 
temperature. We cannot stand a rise 
of more than 8 to 10 degrees of tem- 
perature and live. If therefore the 
2,500.000 safety valves were closed for 
twenty-four hours, death would super- 
vene. 


Adam's apple was the first storage 


cistern ever built and It works with 
automatic regularity through health 
and sickness. It Is a most important 
organ of the body, although for cen- 
turies It was considered a superfluous 
attachment 
It regulates the flow of 


blood between the heart and the brain. 
When It ceases to operate, somebody 
dies of apoplexy or a rush of blood to 
the brain. When the heart sends up 
too much blood to the bead, the Adam's 
apple steps in to check the flow and 
store It up for future emergencies. Jit 
the heart Is temporarily weakened or 
put out of good running order, the 
blood stored In this cistern Is given up 
and sent to the brain. The perfect 
working of this little device Is appar- 
ent when we consider how compara- 
tively few die of rush of blood to the 
brain or from a deficiency of supply. 


The eye has a score of small Inven- 


tions worthy of recording, the ear 
nearly as many more and the vital 
organs an equal number. There Is the 
liver with Its quarantine station. Let 
any poisons enter our systems with 
food and they are Immediately neld up 
at this quarantine station and destroy- 
ed by a secret process. 
It Is only 


when poisons enter In large quantities 
that the station cannot handle them. 


But the stomach co-operates with the 


liver and Intercepts some of the poi- 
sons. There are small machines there 
which manufacture mlnnte quantities 
of hydrochloric acid from the salts 
eaten. This acid Is made In exact pro- 
portion to the amount of food consum- 
ed and suffices to destroy the microbes 
which we swallow. But there Is. even 
a third quarantine station located In 
the month. Millions of microbes are 
destroyed In the month dally by the 
Juices elaborated there Jor this very 
purpose. If It was not for these three 
quarantine stations 'working continu- 
ously night and day, we should be kill- 
ed off by microbes within an hour aft- 
er eating a meal. 


In the ear there is a little device 


which might have been the original of 
our modern compressed ah* Inventions. 
The delicate dram of the ear must have 
an equal pressure from the outside and 
Inside to receive "and transmit the 
sound vibrations. To make this pos- 
sible the euBtachlan tube was devised 
Its function Is to regulate the air pres- 
sure Inside the ear. Let It fall to work, 
and one becomes stone deaf. 


In the bones of the head there are 


many little channels hollowed 
which are called the semicircular ca 
'hate. These canals are filled with fluid 
lymph. For centuries no one could un 
derstand their meaning. 
Some phy- 


sicians considered them of no use. 
This tendency to belittle organs In the 
human body whose functions conld not 
be explained has characterized more 
than one generation of savants. Haw 
these peculiar semicircular canals are 
known to be wonderful little devices to 
assist ns In keeping our balance. They 
act a good deal as the ballast does on 
a ship, or, more properly speaking, like 
the fluid In a spirit level. The brain 
keeps an eye on this spirit level and Is 
made conscious of the body's relative 
position. 
The fluid flows back an< 


forth In the canals, and when we ge 
It at a dangerous angle the brain 
knows It—New York Tribune.

Scarcely 
had the earth upon his grave been wet 
by the rains before his wife took a sec- 
ond husband. 


Neighbors talked, but that was all. 


One night the priest of the parish 
awoke to find standing at the foot of 
his bed the ghost of the dead shoe- 
maker. The ghastly figure raised a 
gory lock from Its forehead and point- 
ed to_a nail driven in the temple. 


The body was exhumed, and there 


was the evidence of the crime just as 
the specter bad indicated. The wife 
confessed the murder and was execut- 
ed. But the skull was placed at the 
foot of the cross as a warning. 


"The effect was most wholesome," 


relates the truthful chronicler, "for 
since then not a wife of Freiburg has 
murdered ber husband."

W«y Thl» Beautiful Fur 
In 


Bronarht to Perfection. 


If a lady's sealskin jacket lie com- 


pared with the coarse, hard or 1'ry- 
salted sealskin as Imported, or. still 
better, with the coat of the living fur 
seals, one .is strnok with the vast dif- 
ference between them. 


Passing our fingers among the hairs 


of the cat or dog, we may notice One 
short hairs at the roots of the longer, 
coarser genera! covering of the animal. 
This Is so called under fur. But lu the 
greater number of these animals the 
short hairs are so few and often so fine 
as to be, comparatively speaking, lost 
sight of among what to our eyes con- 
stitutes the coat. 


The operation which the skin under- 


goes to bring out so to say, the fur. 
may be briefly described as follows: 


The skin, after being washed to rid It 


of grease and so forth, Is laid flat ou 
the stretch, flesh side up. A tliit kulfe 
Is then passed across the flesh sub- 
stance, thinning It to a very consider- 
able extent 
In doing this, tlie blade 


severs the roots of the long strong 
tialrs, which penetrate the skin deeper 
than do the soft, delicate ones under 
the fur. The rough hairs nre then got 
rid of while the fur retains its hold. 


A variety of subsidiary manipula- 


tions. In which the pelt Is softened and 
preserved, are next gone.through, and 
then the fur undergoes a process of 
dyeing which produces that deep uni- 
form tint so well known and admired. 


Ton Bnlow'M Rebuke. 


It so happened that two ladies were 


making their way to their seats at the 
very moment Von Bulow finished his 
Introduction of the first .movement of 
Beetboven's~"Souata Pathetic."

History records two Instances In

The first Is related by Applau of the 
siege of Themiscyra, In Voutus, by Lu- 
cullus in his war tuiiiust Mlthridatcs. 
Turrets were brought ui>, mounds were 
built and huge mines were 'made by 
the Romans. The people of Themis- 
cyra dug open these 111:1103 from above 
and through the bjles cast down upon 
the workmen bears and other wild 
animals and hives or swarnis of boea. 


The second Instance Is recorded In 


an Irish manuscript in the HI '-llothcque 
Eoyalc at Brussels and tellii how the 
Danes and Norwegians attacked Ches- 
ter, which was defended by ibi! Snxous 
and some Gallic auxiliaries. The Danes 
were worsted by a stratagem, but the 
Norwegians, sheltered by hurdles, tried 
to pierce, the walls of the town wlieu 
"what the Saxons and the Oaeldbll 
who were among them did WHS to 
throw down large rocks, by which they 
broke down the hurdles over their 
heads." What the others dM to check 
this was to place large posts nnJor the 
hurdles. 
- 


What the Saxons fild next was to put 


all the beer and water qf;*ne town Into 
the caldrons of the |»*ro and boll them 
and spill tUeui (J0l»n upon those who 
were utider th» burdlc.s, so that their 
skins wejae Reeled off. The remedy 
which )(be Jibchlans applleJ to-thls was 
to place iiidos outside ou the hurdles. 
Wb»t the Saxons did next was to 
throw down all the beehives In the 
-town upon the besiegers, which pre- 
vented them from rnovlnu their bands 
or legs from the.number of bees which 
stung them. They afterward desisted 
and left the city.

Titbit* That Were RclUhrd In An- 


cient Roman Tlnie«. 


Brawn was originally a Itoman dish 


and was eaten with garum. and cow's 
and calfs foot Jellies were likewise 
dainties with Rome's upper teu In the 
time of the Caesars. One would linrdly 
suppose that black puddings were so 
old as the reign of Tlber,ius, but this Is 
the fact 
They were made of pig's 


blood, with little cubes of fat inter 
epersed In the compound, nnd were the 
invention of a gentleman who rejoiced 
In the name of Bambouselverglua. It 
was he who Invented all k'-uds of sau- 
sages—that Is, meat stuffed Into sklus. 
which, we take It, Is the ground plan, 
so to speak, of a sausage.

were a craze. There were dormouse
